INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant has, after having received the International search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of tt>e 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (datms, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the intemational preliminary examination procedure, ttiere is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims urxier Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be publbhed 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amendtr>g the claims before international pbulication. 
Furthermore, it should be emphasized thai provisional protection is avail at)le in some States only- 

What parts of the International application may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended. 

During the irtfemational phase, the claims may also be amended (or further amended) under Article 34 twfore 
the Intemafttonal Preliminary Examining Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended under 
Article 34 before tfie Intemational Examining Authority.

It may not contain any dsparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained m that report.
